3rd row: With A, Kl , "^Sll R K h Rep from to end of row, 
4th row: With A, Kl, "^yf SllR yb, Kl. Rep from to end 
of row, 

5th and 6th rows: With MC, knit, 

7th row: With A, K2, *SllP Kl, Rep from * to last st, KL 
8th row: With A, K2, "^yf, SUP, yb. KL Rep from * to last 
st, KL 

These 8 rows form texture pat. 

Cont in pat until work from beg measures 7% (8 ^>4 -844) ins 



[19,5 (21-22) cm] ending with RS facing for next row. 

Divide for armholes: Next row: Pat across 10 (11-12) sts 
(Right Front), Cast off next 6 (8-10) sts. Par across 19 (19- 
21) sts (including st on needle after cast off) (Back), Cast 
off next 6 (8-10) sts, Pat to end of row (Left Front). 

Cont even in pat on Left Front 10 (11-12) sts until work 
from armhole division mecisures 2f4 (244-3^/4) ins [5,5 (7- 
8) cm] ending with WS facing for next row. 

Neck shaping: Next row: Cast off 4 sts (neck edge). Par to 
end of row, 

Dec 1 st at neck edge on next 2 (3-3) rows, 4 {4-5) sts. 
Work 4 (3-3) rows even in pat, thus ending with RS facing 
for next row. Cast off. 

With WS of work facing, join yarn to rem sts from spare 
needle. 

Next row: Pat across 19 (19-21) sts (Back), Turn. Leave 
rem sts on spare needle, 

Cont even in pat on Back sts until work from armhole divi- 
sion measures same length as Left Front to shoulder, end- 
ing with RS facing for next row. Cast off. 

With WS of work facing, join yarn to rem 10 ( 11 - 12 ) sts 
from spare needle (Right Front), 

Cont even in pat on Right Front until work from armhole 
division measures 2V4 (244-314) ins [5.5 (7-8) cm] ending 
with RS facing for next row. 

Neck shaping: Next row: Cast off 4 sts (neck edge), Pat to 
end of row. 

Dec 1 st at neck edge on next 2 (3-3) rows, 4 (4-5) sts. 
Work 5 (4-4) rows even in pat, thus ending with RS facing 
for next row. Cast off, 

SLEEVES 

With MC, cast on 17 (17- 1 9) sts and work 3 rows garter st 
noting that first row is WS, 

Proceed in texture pat as given for Body inc 1 st each end 
of needle on 5 th and following 6th rows until there are 21 
(23-25) sts, taking inc sts into pat, 

Cont even in pat until Sleeve from beg measures JVi ( 8 V 2 - 
9 Vi) ins [19 (21.5-24) cm] ending with RS facing for next 
row. Cast off. Place markers on side edges of Sleeves IV 2 
(IV 2 -LM) ins [4 (4-4, 5) cm] down from cast off edge, 

HOOD 

With MC, cast on 4l (43-45) sts. 

Proceed in texture pat as given for Body until work from beg 
measures 7 ins [18 cm] ending with RS facing for next row. 
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Shape back: Keeping cont of pat, cast off 6 sts beg next 4 
rows. Cast off rent 17 (19-21) sts. Fold Hood in half and 
sew center back seam. 

FINISHING 

Hood and Front Edging: Sew shoulder seams. Sew Hood 
to neck edge, placing Hood seam at center back neck edge. 
With RS of work facing and MC, pick up and knit 23 (25- 
27) sts up Right Front edge from cast on edge to neck edge, 



38 (40-40) sts along Hood cast on edge and 23 (25-27) sts 
down Left Front edge from neck edge to cast on edge, 

84 (88-92) sts. 

Work 2 rows garter st. Cast offknitways (WS). 

Sew sleeve seams. Sew in sleeves placing rows below mark- 
ers along cast off edges of Front and Back to form square 
armholes. Sew zipper in position.

Helpful Hints 

o - - 

For best results, be sure to use the yarn recommended in 
the pattern, and purchase enough of one dye lot to com^ 
plete your project It is a good idea to retain ball bands in 
case of inquiry. 

Before you begin to knit check your tension by making a 
test swatch and adjusting needle sizes, if necessary, to 
obtain the tension quoted in the pattern. Inaccurate ten- 
sion results in a garment too large or too smalk Even a 
variation of half a stitch makes an obvious difference in 
the finished size. Loose tension can result in the garment 
losing its shape during wear or laundering. 

Before beginning, read the instructions and underline all 
figures applying to your size. Sizes should be chosen from 
actual chest measurements. 

Note: Never put an iron directly on yarns containing 
synthetic fibres. If pressing is required before assembly, 
lay each piece right side down on a clean, flat surface 
and pin to size using rust proof pins. Cover with a 
41. damp cloth and leave to dry
